I do not 
feel that it would b e right for us to 
insist on the W ater Lower people to 
put in a lock for the use of pleasure 
craft alon e— or practically so; b ut as 
I said b efore, I am very anx ious to 
have your full views in regard to the 
m atter, and would b e glad to hear 
from you and othe r parties in terested 
as soon as possib le.

ness. The Idea was a rema rka ble one 
In its Incep tion and Insp iring In it* 
p rop hecy of the exp ansion and p ros­ 
p erity of the American rep ublic. Like 
the farseeing p lans of I/Enfant for 
the Cap ital City of the nation, It has 


many p riv ate corp orations, which un­ 
dertook the maintenance of the right 
of way as a business p rop osition. They 
collected toll from all thoee who used 
It and were thus enabled to keep it In 
fine rep air. 
Toll roads hav ing been 
abolished p ractically ev erywhere in the 
last two or three decades, this national 
highway rev erted to the states through 
which it runs, and, while still kep t in 
fairly good rep air, it is not as well 
maintained as in the days of p riv ate 
ownership . 


Magnitude of the Enterp rise. 
Earnest adv ocacy of the restoration 
of the road to its Intended conditions 
as a national thoroughfare comes from 
the Virginia Society For the Preserv a­ 
tion of Antiquities.
